If you (attorney, party, witness or visitor) are ill or suspect you 
have been exposed to the Coronavirus DO NOT come to the 
Courthouse but contact the Clerk’s Office at (434) 946-9351 for 
further instructions. 
The Court remains open at this time, however, we ask that you 
DO NOT access the Courthouse unless you are an attorney, 
party to a case or a necessary witness. 
The Court will have a liberal continuance policy until further 
notice, Phone-in requests for continuances are encouraged in 
civil cases. 
The Court will utilize video conferencing when available.
